SAN FRANCISCO, September 7.- 


One of the most notable architectural 
competitions ever'known was ended to- 
BlStit when there was rendered what 
will doubtless be the final decision In 
the- Phoebe Hearst contest lor plans 
for the group of buildings to be erect- 
.ed at Berkeley lor the use of the Uni- 
versity of California. 
These magnifi- 


cent structures as designed will cost 
between »10,oqo,000 and J15.800.000, and 
the total expenditures required to carry 
out in its completion the idea of erect- 
Ing here the finest educational equip- 
ment in'the world, will exceed the 
larger sum mentioned. 


The winner of the first prize for the 


approved design is E. Bernard of Parljj 
who will receive a premium of J10.000 
for his plans in addition to the cus- 
tomary architect's fees for the super- 
intendence of the construction of the j 


1 buildings, this emolument amounting 
. in the aggregate to a handsome for- 
tune. The decision ot the Jury award- 
Ins this amount to the French govern- 
ment was unanimous.

water and a firearm, a row ensued. 
Jackson pulled his revolver from his1 
nockeir and-avenged'the Insult by fir- 
ing a shot" Into ajeCotean that, would 
have Wiled inost'apy oriJInarTTman. 
McColgan, however,' after lingering on 
the borderland of the other world for 
several weeks, recovered sufficiently to 
appear at the trial, Jackson being ac- 
cused of assault to murder. 
The de- 


fendant was convicted of an assault 
with a deadly weapon and sentenced to 
serve eighteen months in the county 
jail, which sentence is now being car- 
ried out. Yesterday Mr. McColgan, who 
had never fully recovered, died at the 
home and the physicians there state 
that it was the wound Inflicted by 
Jackson nearly a year ago that caused 
his death.

\s these preparations are made with 


seeded raisins, a brief statement of the 
process through which these ™islns "* 
put will be of Interest. 
To' secure this 


information a Republican noorter• yw- 
terday visited Hie new packing house 
of William Forsyth, which was In oper- 
ation, and he was given every oppor- 
tunity to asoertnin the processing of 
raisins by Mr. .Forsyth and his fore- 
man, Mr. Ewinp. 
And In this connec- 


tion it may be mentioned as a fact 
worthy of note that seeded raisins la 
the cleanest and purest fruit put on 
the market. 
The processing impllei 


no dipping in solutions, as with prunes 
and most other fruit. 
In fact, nothing 


is done to the raisins to in any way 
bring them In contact with any forelen 
substance. 


FROM THE VINEYARD. 


In the lirst place, when the raisins 


are delivered nt the packing house In 
the sweat box, after bolns sun dried, 
they -are put through a big stemmer 
and separated into 4-crown, 3-crown, 
etc. 
"When that is done they are dump- 


ed into a trough and hoisted to the sec- 
ond floor in a bucket elevator. 
They 


are then spread on drier-slides, • or 
trays, which are piled one on top of 
another to the height of eiffht or ten. 
They are then removed on trucks to 
the heatin? stalls, where they are sub- 
jected to a temperature of 130 degrees 
Fahrenheit for three hours. 'They are 
transferred to another, chamber, where 
they undergo a chilling process.

HEATING AND CHILLING. 


This. alternate heating and chilling 


'makes the small stems brittle and ren- 


. ders them easily brushed off the herry. 


It also jellies the fruit and preserves

The raisins are now dumped into 


what is called a "hopper" so-named on 
account of a fast movinc wire .-screen 
on which they fall, which shakes them 
up and removes any sand that might 
have adhered to them.

At the request of P/estdent Kearney 


of the .California Raisin Growers' Asso- 
ciation, "Osrnr," the* able and well- 
known chef of the Waldorf-Astoria ho- 
tel, has prepared the following simple 
and very useful recipes for cooking rai- 
sins and maklngjVaisln wine:

>r confess that the low prices realized 
at Boston and New York, while I at- 
tended the sales, were abundantly ac- 
counted for on the ground of a congest- 
ed condition of the market. There was 
certainly a comparative over supply at 
both places and at Boston the weather 
was very much against the advantage- 
ous sale of fruit. The grower has not 
done with the weather risk when his 
fruit has escaped ihe frost. A drfzftly 
rain In the market of final distribution 
may undo him. 
WHAT THE MARKET DOES AND 


DOES NOT WANT. 


Some of our shippers seem to be In 


need of better Information as to what 
manner of green fruits ought and 
ought not to be sent east for sale. As 
remarked in a previous article, people 
feed their stomachs with their eyes 
rather than with their appetites and 
only highly colored fruits will sell well. 
I found at New York some Elberta 
peaches that were fine In every way 
except in color but they had no cnlor 
at all. while another lot of Elbertas, no 
better In any other respect save that 
they were highly colored, sold at 55 to 
30 cents per box more. 


Ship only highly ralored fruita to the 


east. 


Do not ship any cling peaches east at 


all. They simply will not sell to pro- 
fitable advantage. 


The peach that Is wanted Is a highly 


colored "freestone thnt will run six to 
seven dozen to the box. 
A limited 


quantity of large' peaches will sell for 
show purposes, but not for consump 
tion. There nre not enough dozens In 
-i box to fnnble the fruit man to make 
the profit he covets even when sellinpr 
at all the traffic'will bear, and there IF 


i appealing from the decision of the 


fruit stand man. His will and Interest 
nust he- the law for the shipper and 
rrower. 
The pear that is wanted Is a well col- 


ored, smooth Bartlett. but dead green. 
A green pear will sell better on a poor 
market than a ripe one on a good mar- 
ket.

RETAIL PRICES IN NEW YORK. 
Ninety per cent of the fruit that goes 
j New York is consumed In New York 


but In Infinitesimal quantities. The re- 
tail trade floes not even rise to the dig- 
nity o' selling'by the dozen.

Mr. Reed replied:

would chase our soldiers seven thou- 
sand miles If they should start for 
home, do you?" 


The Portland man replied that it was 


not fear of the Filipinos, but humilia- 
tion in the sight of other nations that 
was referred to, 'whereupon Mr. Reed 


lid: 
"I have always observed that with 


individuals the fear of humiliation is 
exactly in proportion as they deserve it. 
and I believe the same principle holds 
good with a nation as with, a party. 
Some people seem to be afraid that 
the Filipinos will put .their tongues in 
their cheeks at us. 
They have done 


that already. 
They have watched our 


failure as others have. 
I don't know 


how long it will be before the American 
people get tired of spending 950,000,000 
a year Trying to conquer these people, 
but it does not seem *.o me It wlll.be 
very lone. 
I can coi.ceive that free- 


dom Is just as'dear to them as It is 
to us and that they will licM for it 
Just as long." 


The Filipino Reply. 


MANILA, Sept. 13, noon.—The corres- 


pondent of the Associated Press here 
has obtained a copy of the reply made 
by the Filipino congress to the Ameri- 
can offer of an autonomous govern- 
ment.
